News Service today. Upon inquiries 
in high official quarters regarding the 
sensational report* and rumors in cir- 
culation of lats about the Japanese 
policy of storing up an immense vol- 
ume of ammunition and war material, 
a government official said: 


There have been extensive 
ship- 


ments of munitions from this country 
to Japan, it was learned from an au- 
thoritative White Hall source, but it 
•was made clear to the correspondent 
that the government has registered no 
objections to these exports, nor in- 
tends interfering with them in any 
way.
